Referonce is nade to report dated 12-3-63* submitted by SA A. C, Vial and covering 
investigation conducted during the period November 22, 1563, through Lccu.-r.ber 2, 1563, 
by SA's A. 0, Vial, Anthony E. Garrets, and Roger D, Counts, as woll a3 SAIC John V/. 
Rice. 

On Pages 1U and 15 of the above-mentioned report, comment was nade on the audress 
"5Wi Car.p Street, New Orleans, La,", which appeared on soma of tho literature in the 
possession of Lee Harvey Oswald when he was arre3ted by moisbers of the New Orleans 
Police Department on 6-9-63 for lighting with several Cubans, Mention of the aedress 
"5U, Camp Street" is also macis on Pa*e 2 of my report of 12-U-63, covering invc-ti«,ati si 
conducted by SAXC John U. Rice and nyself during the period Nuvenbcr 23-27, 1563.

Avenue, New Orleans - Telephone* 523-3720.

Kr. Rodriguoz, Sr, is 72 years of a*e, having/born in il-vana, Cuba on S-15-91. dr. 
Rodrigues stated that ho attended the Chenot institute (no longer oxlstout) at new 
Orleans, completing a high school course and specializing in Lngliah. IT.is was aoout 
1907. He said ho subsequently attended the Soule business College, Hew Orleans, 
graduating therefrom in Septomber, 1909, having complstod a 2-year commercial course. 

Ho said ha returned to Cuba and subsequently established himself in tho whosesale 
electrical business. He said he continued in the electrical business in Havana until 
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Kovezber, I960, *i-.ea Castro confiscated all of hlo assets, including his homo in 
Uartru, his country estate outside of Harem, and all of hia other properties, bank 
account, eto. 

Kr, Podrtguez, Sr, stated that Sergio Aroeoha Snith, mentioned on Page 15 of SA 
Vial's report of 12-3-63, via formerly the Hew Orleans delegate of the Cuban Revolu- 
tionary Council, with offices at 5bU Camp Street, Root ^6, second floor, hew Orleans, 

La, He eald that Arcacha was "fired" frcn hia uosltlon aa Hew wrloon* delej ato to 
the "C R C" by the organisation 's main office in Miami, because practically all Cubans 
in New Orleans were a; a inn t Arcacha and his aotivitiee - not because he was cooperating 
with Castro but because of his dishonesty. According to Kr, Rodriguez, Arcacha was 
nis appropriating the organ Ration's funda. Mr, Rodrlguoz was of the opinion that 
Arc-.cha may possibly be now in Miami but not at all oertain as to this, 

Kr, Rodriguez, Sr, stoted that Carlos Oulroga, mentioned on Pages 1 U and 20 of SA 
Vial's report of 12-3-63 knew Arcacha well and was with him frequently (very cloae 
connection) st 5Lli Cittp Street. Mr. Rodriguez did not know what happnned to Qu Irons's 
connection with Arcacha after the lattor was fired, 

Kr. Rodriguez rtnted that Arcacha rad# frequent visits to the office of Honny Calre, 
then located at 705 Cagali Bldg., New Orleans. He said Ronny Cairn was tho principal 
organizer of the organization known as "CRHSAIF. TO FRFT. CUBA COv' ITTFE", with head- 
quarters at Ronny Cn ire's office and not at 5Ui Camp Street. He said that Ro..ny Uaire 
had prevailed upon Arcacha to Join or oecorvo a part of the "CRUSADE TO f.xLr.- GUpA 
CGiOiTTTF.E" and that Arcacha was oonneoted with tha "CRUSADE" even after he was fired 
as New Orleans delegate to tbe "CUBAN REVOLUTIONARY COUNCIL", against the opinion of 
the Cubans. 

According to Mr, Rodriguez, Sr,, Carlos yuiroga was not an actual member of either tho 
■CRUSADE fO FREE CUBA" or the "CUBA:; itiiVOLUf IwHARY COUNCIL" but participated in moating* 
held for the purpose of promoting unity among or between the several local anti-Castro 
organization such aa the "CUBAN RLYOLI/TIuNaRY COUNCIL " and the "SIwLEMfS 1 ftbVOL Jf *wuARX 
LIR*<CT ORATE , " 

Kr. Rodriguez, Sr. stated that tho "CRUSADE TO HUE CUBA CCX-EITT2E" was foundod pri- 
marily to raise funds with which to buy anna and eupplioa for uso by tho "CUBA.', 
RLVOLUflu.-ARY COU-CIL" ana that the "CKUSAgfi" haa no actual revolutionary activitiea 
of any kind against Castro, He addod that the "CRliS ALE" was, however, definitely 
opposed to Castro and would offer oooperation in tho overthrow of Castro. 

Kr, Rodriguez, Sr, atatod that Ronny Caire had a quantity of pamphlets or oirouLaro 
printed, which he had distributed by hand, soliciting funda for tho "CRUSAIT. I’O FREE 
CUBA CCKKITfrE," According to Kr, Rodrigues, ho/uiy Caire snowed mat c&ntriout*.Gns 
ware to be aent either to $hh Camp Street or to the Post wffioe box of Sergio Arcacha, 

Kr, Rodriguez, Sr, oaid that ho had nevor oeen Oswald in nia life and only know tliat 
Oswald had had a fight with Carloa Bringuier and two other Cubans oq Canal Street, Hew 
Orleans, for which he had been arrested oo 6-9*6), He said that he had no idea why 
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the "KAUl PLAY FOR CUBA CCKKITTEC” was using the oddreac of 5>*U Cw? Street, Now 
Orleans, former Address of the "CUBAN RHTOI UTIOHAP.Y COUNCIL, " an anti-C*atro organi- 
r.ntion, vhcreae the "F P C C" was pro-Caetro, Mr. Rodriguez aaid he did not know of 
anyone who had belonged to the "F P C C." 

Hr. Rodriguez stated that recent newspaper articles had indicated that Oswald's for.ner 
landlady at New Orlenna had stated that Oswald's wife often attended meetings at ..«?v 
Orlcnns, yet she oonld only speak Rusal an, giving rise to the suspicion, in :ir. Rouri- 
guoz's mind, that there must have beon other Russian speaking persons attending such 
meetings, (Subsequent to thie interview with Mr, Rodrlguoz, Sr,, reporting a b ent con- 
tacted Mrs. Jesse J. Oarner, 1*911 Magazine St., Now Orleans, Oswald's former landlady. 
She dcnlod having made any etatenents to tho effeot that Oswald's wifa had frequently 
attended meetings at Now Orleans, explaining that, as for as she know, Oswald's wife 
very seldom left their apartment and when aho did leave the apartment it was mostly to 
go to a neighborhood grocery to buy bread, milk, and items of that nature. She said 
she did not know of anyone who >ould have looked after Mrs. Oswald's 1} year old child 
while she would have been attending such meetings. It was her definite belief that 
Krs, Oswald did not attend any such mootings and certainly not on a frequent basis.)

He said that this organization formerly had ol l'ic os at 5uu Camp 
St., 2nd floor, for about «ix months during 196l-62j that Sergio Arcacha Smith r— a oeen 
the How Orleans delegate to the "C R C." lie aaid thaw Lui3 Ravel, Arnesto N. aouriguez, 
Sr., Arnesto N, Rodriguon, Jr., Sergio Arcacha Smith, and himself were «uthori*wa to 
sign checks in behalf of the "C R C", as was Carlos J. Grimader, CPA. 

Kr. Gil stated that Corli*s Lament, publisher of the booklet entitled "The Crime 
Against Cuba" is ■ notorloua Communist or so he haa heard. Ho also stated that the 
"FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE" is a well-known Communist front and is dlrectca from 
Havana .
